2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS ^ 

Claims 1 - 30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest, 
among other limitations, in combination, a television set top box adapted to receive program related information over a broadcast 
channel and transmit the program related information to the hand-held remote device, wherein the hand-held remote device is adapted 
to visually render information received over a broadcast channel and synchronize delivery of the program related information with 
delivery of related information from the external Information source. 

Claims 1 - 30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
